And that, largely, is how it comes 
about that Stanley Kramer’s De- 
Luxe Color production “Invitation 
To A Gunfighter,’ comes to the 
Sects Theatre on under 
United Artists release. 

Kramer rounded out the cast with 
Janice Rule, Brad Dexter, Alfred 
Ryder, Mike Kellin, George Segal, 
Clifford David and Pat Hingle, as- 
signed the famed writing team of 
Elizabeth and Richard Wilson to 
adapt the TV play for the screen, 
and the thing was done.

‘Invitation To A Gunfighter’ 
In Tradition of ‘High Noon’ 


Judging from the Hollywood and TV studio output, every- 
body likes a western. But what makes a few westerns “adult” 
and hundreds of others just plain shoot-’em-ups? 

Well, for the answer, let’s look at a good and therefore 
“adult” western. Let’s look at the film that’s generally regarded 


as the daddy of adult westerns, 
Stanley Kramer’s now- historic 
“High Noon.” 


Stripped of all its niceties, “High 
Noon” was simply the story of a 
couple of bad guys out to get the 
good guy but who don’t get him be- 
cause he gets them. Virtue and 
justice triumphed to the accompani- 
ment of plenty of shooting, hard 
riding, the ooh-oohing of a pretty 
gal (Grace Kelly) and even the 
snorts and shrieks of a wood-burn- 
ing locomotive.

If you’re old enough to remember 
the terrific scare Orson Welles cre- 
ated with a radio show in which 
an announcement that an invasion 
from Mars was imminent, it may 
interest you to know that the guy 
responsible for it is also largely 
responsible for Stanley Kramer’s 
DeLuxe Color production “Invita- 
tion To A Gunfighter,” opening 
at the Theatre. 


He’s Richard Wilson, writer, ac- 
tor, producer and what-all-not, who 
was given the delicate task of trans- 
ferring the famous Playhouse 90 
TV drama “Invitation To A Gun- 
fighter” to the screen by Kramer. 
He did it so well that Kramer also 
let him produce and direct the film, 
a United Artists release starring 
Yul Brynner and Janice Rule. 
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The famous scare came about 
when Wilson, fresh out of college, 
joined Welles’ Mercury Theatre 
away back in 1936. When Orson 
went on to radio he took Wilson 
along as producer. One of Orson’s 
radio shows was a thing called 
“Invasion From Mars” and Wilson 
produced it so realistically that a 
good three-quarters of the nation 
stood petrified with fear that fam- 
ous night in 1938. 


Wilson went on to Hollywood, 
the Broadway stage and TV as pro- 
ducer and director, sometimes as 
a writer and even an actor. Some- 
where along the line he married 
Elizabeth Vance, magazine writer, 
and the couple became the well- 
known screen writing team. Mrs. 
Wilson helped her husband write 
the movie version of “Invitation To 
A Gunfighter” and gets screen 
credits for it.

Kramer is a native New Yorker 
who hails from a family long identi- 
fied with film making and exhibi- 
tion. Upon graduation from New 
York University he tried Hollywood 
as a writer and wound up as a 
studio sweeper. It did him no harm, 
he admits. It taught him everything 
a successful producer has to know 
about producing pictures, right 
where and when they were being 
produced. 


He then made the research de- 
partment of MGM where he de- 
veloped his meticulous insistence 
upon authenticity and detail, and 
from there he went to the cutting 
room where he learned editing and 
that mysterious something called 
“tempo” which gives a moving pic- 
ture the proper movement. 

His first effort in producing was 
“So This Is New York,” a comedy 
starring radio’s Henry Morgan. 
This was followed by the widely 
discussed “Champion” and “Home 
of the Brave,” and Stanley Kramer 
was off to fame. “Cyrano De Ber- 
gerac”’ followed, and then came the 
now-historic “High Noon.”

Matt Weaver (GEORGE SEGAL) returns to his native Pecos after being mustered 
out of the Confederate army to discover that Sam Brewster (PAT HINGLE), the town 
banker, had sold the Weaver farm as enemy property. 


He also learns that his former sweetheart, Ruth (JANICE RULE), had married Crane 
Adams (CLIFFORD DAVID). Matt seeks out Brewster but the latter is afraid to face him. 
Crane, however, takes a shot at Matt. But Brewster has Matt arrested for unprovoked 
assault. 


Joe Medford, who bought the Weaver place, lures Matt to the farm for a talk. 
There he pulls a gun on the boy. But Matt is the faster and Medford dies. Brewster 
inflames the townsfolk by charging that Matt killed Joe in cold blood. He prevails 
upon Crane to find and hire a killer to do away with Matt. 


A mysterious stranger arrives (YUL BRYNNER). He's in the hotel when Crane comes 
in with Dancer, the hired killer. But when Dancer sees the stranger he flees in terror. 
Hotel Keeper McKeever (CURT CONWAY) recognizes the stranger as Jules Gaspard 
d'Estaing, fastest gun in the west, and suggests to Brewster that he be hired to do away 
with Matt. Brewster makes the gunman an offer but is turned down. 


But when he sees the beautiful Ruth, d'Estaing decides to accept. While waiting for 
Matt to show up, the gunman beguiles the time by making an open play for Ruth. He 
also makes himself thoroughly obnoxious to the townsfolk. The furious Crane prevails 
upon Brewster to overlook Matt for the time being and to get d'Estaing instead. Brewster 
buys the idea and tries to hire Matt to do away with d’Estaing. But Matt refuses. When 
Brewster tells him that Ruth had promised herself to the stranger in return for his, Matt's 
life, however, the latter goes gunning for d'Estaing. Crane, in the meanwhile, is killed 
by the gunman. 


In an encounter, Matt tries to get d'Estaing to draw. But the gunman, who had come 
to the conclusion that Matt is the only worthy man in Pecos, refuses. A gunfight ensues 
however, and d'Estaing is fatally wounded. Before he dies he makes Brewster confess 


his crimes. Brewster pulls a gun on Matt. But again Matt is the faster. The banker 
falls dead. 


Matt and Ruth will try to pick up the romance which was shattered many years 
before by the outbreak of the war.
